Then, in case of emergency, the 
report of some “outrage” against 
the tombse—and nothing in the 
world is easier to manufacture— 
will furnish her sufficient excuse 
to anchor a few battleships off 
the peninsula and prepare to get 
dividends on her present invest- 
ment in concrete. Believe me, the 
world hasn't heard the last of 
those cemeteries.

WINE GROWERS HEAR 
PROHIBITION FACTS 


WORLD CONFERENCE OPENS 
AT PARIS; MAY FIGHT ALD 
DRY LAWS 


(RY DISPATCH) 

PARIS, June 5.—The interna- 
tlonal conference of wine growers 
of the world, in session under the 
auspices of the French Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, devoted its 
first meeting after its routine bust 
hess was completed to the study of 
reports showing the inefficiency of 
prohibition. 

The wine growers are not exactly 
sure whether prohibition aids or 
harms business, but they are in- 
clined to the latter belief. Mar- 
quis De Polignac, a champagne 
manufacturer, agrees that coun- 
terfeit and inferior wines are one 
of the principal results of the dry 
laws. Although temporarily the 
champagve sales are big through 
Canada, also being increased by 
the wetness of American tour'sts in 
Europe, even the Marquis De Polig- 
nac agreés that the manufacture of 
inferior and imitation wines spoils 
Ameri tastes for good pro- 


ucta. 

The French Department of La- 
bor has presented to the confer- 
ence a report showing that French 
workmen have been progressively 
growing more sober during the 
past twenty years. A report was 
prepared based on information 
from all industries showing that 
drunkenness which has never been 
prevalent in France is now on «a 
steady decline. 

The reports tended to show that 
intelligent regulation is better than 
prohibition. The wine growers’ ex- 
ecutive committee was given the 
text of the report which it will 
use as it sees fit probahly in an 
antiprohibition campaign.

| recoined in silver dollars the gov- 
| ermment’s position with respect to 
sliver will have been restored.

“In the first place,“ the letter 
continued, “it would mean buying 
silver at the artificial price of 1 
per ounce to take the place of 
silver which never left the go 
ernment's own vaults and does not 
in any proper sense need to be re- 
placed. This, of iteelf, would be 
a futile thing and i would be « 
most unusual construction of the 
law to require it. If it were done, 
moreover, the result would be that 
the government would have 10,- 
247,976 ounces of Aver bullion on 
hand that it would not be able to 
use and this bullion would have 
been purchased at a price exceed- 
ing by more than 30 cents an 
ounce the regular market price 
for silver. It would not be needed 
for any purpose for a long time 
to come and it would, therefore, 
have to lie idle in the vaults of 
ithe treasury at a constant es- 
pense to the government.

world market price and the fixed 
price of $1 per ounce. This has 
amounted on an average, to over 
30 cents an ounce end the effect 
was to give an artificial stimulus 
to the production of silver.

Mr. Preece suggested 
that this training be afmed toward 
a permanent basis to take care of 
the economic needs of the industry 
over a long time and not simply to 
fill the present shortage, which he 
sald ld “abnormal.” He predicted 
that within three years there would 
be more bricklayers than work. 

A resolution was adopted to 
name a committee of all the ele- 
mente involved to draw up the 
conclusions of the meeting and to 
urge their adoption in cities 
throughout the country.
